orphans of Morgan county, and for years to 
come the recipients of his bounty will rise up 
bless the name of this noble Christian philan- 
thropist.””. Ask any citizen what that shaft 
means, and they will tell you: “Oh, that is 
Brazwell’s monument, the old fellow that 
left a big sum of money to educate poor or- 
hens.’ Ask them where he is buried, 
ore will be few that can tell you, ask where 
he lived and where he was born, there are 
fewer stil] that know anything about it. Of 
the many hundred orphans that have enjoyed 
the bounty of his noble gift, it is extremely 
doubtful if there is one that knows his origin. 
Yet, in the northern ae of this county, there 
is a rough stone slab that covers the dust where 
lies one of nature’s great noblemen, and whose 
history. iftradition be true, reads like the | 
pages of romance. There is now living but | 
one or two persons that knew ghim personally. 
It is from these mostly, and by diligent re- 
search, that we have gathered the facts little 
by little and piece into a whole the story of his 


e. 
In about the year 1762 Charles Brazwell and 
his faithful wife Mary bid farewell to the 
Beotish shores, and breasted a tempestious sea, 
to make their home in the new world. They 
settled in Carolina, near where the states now 
join, and for years lived amid the incidents of 
joneer life. Three children was born to them, 
attic, Sarah and Benjamin. When the war 
between England and the colonies was declar- 
ed Charies Brazwell embraced his weeping wife 
and children in a last fond adieu and marched 
@way never toreturn. He was killed ‘‘at the 
Cowpens.”’ One bright Sabbath morning while 
the widow was instructing her children, 
and trying to impress upon them the duties of 
life, they were startled by a savage war- 
Whoop, and before it could be realized mother 
and dangliter were slain. Young Brazwell 
had rendered a kindness to one of the Indians; 
this saved his life, but he was made prisoner. 
That night he escaped, but received a cut, the 
sear of which he carried to his grave. He 
managed to get toan uncle’s house, that lived 
in Raleigh. Here he grew up and married 
Miss Amanda Hawks, the village belle. But 
he was possessed of a spirit that still longed 
for the frontier life. In i795 he emigrated to 
eorgia, settling on the then extreme 
border, next to the [Indian line. 
Here, with two slaves, he made a 
comfortable home, and livedin the peaceful 
pursuits of a farmer. Two lovely children 
were born, and all went well until one summer 
@vening the dread red man, the curse of his 
@arlier days, burst upon the devoted home. 
He returned to find all that he loved on earth 
had been lost forever—imurdered by the Indi- 
ans. Noone knows what the poor man suf- 
feged. Noone canimagine the horror of the 
scene that was enacted on what is now Mor- 
county soi]. He did not move away; he 
d not seek vengeance ; he went quietly along, 
60 faras wecan learn, but became strangely 
feserved and quiet, never going any- 
here. He lived as a hermit. Thus 
€ impression went out, as people be- 
an moving in to settle the county, that 
6 was an old bachelor, This belief prevails, 
to a great extent, to thisday. When, in 1817, 
he dicd it was found that all his: estate and 
slaves had been left to be converted into 
money for the education of the orphans of the 
county, vesting the fund in the hands of the 
udges of the superior court. The will pro- 
ided that his slaves should choose their own 
master. One of them, nearly one hundred 
years old, is still alive. The Brazwell fund, 
as it is called, began to accummulate rapidly, 
as there were but few before the 
War that would avail themselves 
of its bounty—people Lowever too rich, not too 
“aeci0 When the war broke out it amounted 
some $75,000, but during thatstormy period, 
owing to bad investment and mismanagement,

led down tosome three thousand dollars. 
Since that time, in the careful hands of the or- 

, it has rapidly increased, amounting 
now to some $20,000, invested in Georgia bonds 
and Georgia railroad stock. Morgafi county 
also owes the fund some $7,000. Without bad 
fuck it will not take many years for this fund 
to swell to enormous size, and it probably will 
be eventually used to build a Brazwell college. 
Thus has been given a short sketch of the life 
and deeds of one whose history heretofore has 
been shrouded and even now is revealed only 
through the mist of tradition. All honor to 
the name of Brazwell.

Bose Edmundson Seriously Wounded by Ad- 
dy Beavers. 

NEWNAN, Ga., December 3.—[Special.]— 
Bose Edmundson, a blacksmith of this place, 
was seriously wounded last night in a fracus 
with aman by the name of Addy Beavers. 
They were together on the west side of town, 
where they had been invited by a friend by the 
name of West, and after leaving his 
house a shorg distance they began 
scufiling in fun, as your correspondent 
is informed, Edmundson throwing 
Beavers down and breaking a flask of liquor 
which the latter had in his pocket.

Peddy has been unable to locate the ball, but 
thinks it ranged downwardly, as no blood 
has manifested itself inwardly, and says 
that had it entered the lung the patient would 
have been bleeding freely at the mouth. Ed- 
mundson is conscious this morning, but the 
doctor regards him in a critical condition, al- 
though he may recover. 

Since writing the above there seems some 
doubts about who did the shooting as there 
were several in the party, but no arrests haye 
been made up to noon today.

Louis Moore, the negro wlio killed Ransom 
Wright a few weeks ago, was captured last 
Wednesday night in Clay county. There had 
been no effort whatever made to arrest him 
heretofore, and he had become very tame. It 
was reported on Wednesday afternoon that he 
was at his home on Dr. Knight’s plantation, 
and had been for three or four days. It was 
rumored that some one had given him a pistol 
with instructions to killany one who attempted 
his arrest, but four or five men went out and 
brought him in without any trouble. He con- 
fessed the killing, but claimed that he did it 
in self defense. 


The Dodge County Journal learns that a 
bold attempt was made to burn the ginhouse 
of Mr. 8S. B. Coody, who lives near the line of 
Dodge and Pulaski counties. Fire was applied 
in two or three plaees, and but for its timely 
discovery, the building and contents (six or 
eight bales of ginned and packed cotton, a 
large quantity of lintand seed, machinery, etc.)

Americus, Ga., Recorder: The beginning 
of the end of one of the saddest cases ever 
known in Americus occurred here yesterday 
afternoon. We refer to the sending of Mr. 
and Mrs. 8. 8. Sullivan to the insane asylum. 
Only a few years ago Mr. 8. 8S. Sullivan was 
one of the staid, reliable business men of 
Americus. He occupied a responsible and lu- 
crative position in a large establishment; had 
been there for many years, and was respected 
and esteemed for his integrity and mora] worth, 
The passion for drink was his downfall. He 
grew to neglecting his business until his em- 
ployer, after giving him month after month of 
trial, finaliy discharged him. A short time 
afterward he was. taken ill, and for a 
long time la between life and 
death. He finall pervally recovered, 
but he was so weak that he was unable to fully 
do what was givenhim. From one source to 
another his wife and children were driven in 
poverty until finally, it seems, in pity for the 
poor unfortunates, their minds gave way, and 
only a few days ago a jury was empanneled to 
see if they were of sound mind. They were 
both adjudged insane, and yesterday afternoon, 
under the care of Dr. C. A. Brooks, were 
taken to the depot and sent to Milledgeville. 
Weare not informed as to what disposition has 
been made of their child, but suppose that he 
will be taken care of. It rarely falls to our lot 
to have to chronicle such asad and pitiful case, 
It appears from these figures in the Ran- 

dolph grand jury presentments that the per 
cent of increase in the value of property given 
in for taxes by the colored people of the county 
in 1887 over that of 1886 is nearly fourteen 
times greater than that of the whites.

Increase 
over 1886 $9,141. The gain in this is nearly 14 
per cent. In other words, where one dollar 
1as been added to the wealth of the whites 
about fourteen have been added 
to that of the colored people, ac- 
cording to the valuations as given, under oath, 
to the tax receiver. Orit may be stated this 
way, where the whites, with $1,964,709, have 
made $19,650, the colored people, with only 
$65,692, have made $9,141. This calculation 
is made upon the presumption that the pro- 
perty of the negroes, as returned this year, was 
not included in the ‘‘amount of taxable pro- 
erty for 1887,”’ as reported by the grand jury. 
“he figures, however, as found in the general 
Saag show that the total amount is 
91,984,359. This fact very materially changes 
the result, and nearly y tare the relative 
gains of the negroes. Out of the total increase 
of $19,650 the colored le are entitled to 
credit for $9,141, which reduces the rate of 
gains for the whites to a fraction over half of 
one percent. The ratio of increase, therefore, 
as between the two races is about one to twen- 
ty-eight. If the rate of gains among the 
whites had been equal to that among the 
blacks the amount of increase over 1886 would 
haye been about $275,000.

Proud of the land of his 
birth, he was ever ready for any and every 
good work to promote the interest of ‘Old Lib- 
erty.”” He was elected captain of the Liberty 
Guards some years before the late war, and en- 
listed them as Co. D in the 5th Ga. cavalry, 
surrendering them with decimated ranks at 
Company Shops, N.C. He was always at his 
post inthatlong and arduous struggle, and 
never braver man drewatruer blade. About 
the year 1870 he reorganized the company, and 
has ever since retained the command, re- 
spected and-beloved by every member.

Wasrixaron, December 3,—[Special.]—The 
most exciting race for doorkeeper of the house 
fn years took place tonight.

A REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 

Republican members of the house of repre- 
sentatives held their first caucus of the session 
this afternoon. Of the republican representa- 
tion of 153, 117 members were in attendance. 
None of the four independent members-elect 
were present. J. G. Cannon, of Illinois, and 
Louis MacComas, of Maryland, were respect- 
ively re-elected to the positions which they 
held during the last congress, chairman and 
secretary of the caucus. “When these prelim- 
inaries had been arranged, Mr. MacKinley, of 
Ohio, nominated Thomas B. Reed, of Maine, 
for speaker, and the nomination was confirmed 
by acclamation. Mr. Reed made a brief speech, 
in which he counseled party harmony and pre- 
dicted a republican victory in the next presi- 
dential election.

Only an incidental mention: was made of the 
tariif during the session, and no attempt was 
made to outline the policy to be followed by 
the republicans of the house. 


THE TROUBLE WITH MEXICO. 


What Caused the Ill-Feeling of Mexicans 
Toward Us. 


WASHINGTON, December 3.—Officials of the 
department of state are at a loss toaccount for 
the feeling that appears to have arisen in 
Mexico asa result of the discussion of thg Cut- 
ting case. It is said that the subject has been 
presented to the Mexican government in ac- 
cordance with the forms of international law, 
with a view to settlement of principle and not 
with any intention of endeavoring to enforce 
the vexatious claim in an arbitrary manner. 
As a matter of fact there has been no new 
paenentation of Cutting’s Claim against the 
Mexican government. ‘The history of the case 
is as follows: 

Just before Cutting’s release, the Mexican 
government had transmitted to Washington a 
long statement of its positionin the matter, up- 
holding the justice of article 48 of the Mexi- 
can code, which had been questioned by this 
government as an assumption of extra territo- 
rial jurisdiction that could not be admitted by 
the United States. When Cutting was re- 
leased, correspondence was allowed to lapse 
foratimeand no answer was made to the 
Mexican contention at that time, the object 
being to allow the strained relations between 
the two countries to become less terse and bad 
feeling to subside. Recently, however, the 
department of state, deeming it prudent to 
cometo an understanding upon a point that 
inight in the future cause serious international 
trouble, resumed the discussion, makin an an- 
swer to the Mexican contention, and pointing 
out the desirability of modification of the ob- 
jectionable Mexican statute. In these docu- 
ments, attention is called to similar action of 
this government in the McCloud case, which 
arose in 1548, as a justification for the request. 

In that case it was recalled that the United 
States government, having refused to surren- 
der McCloud upon the demand of the British 
government, the latter suggested that our 
staiute be amended,in the spirit of internation- 
alcomity, to3meet the requirements of justice. 
Although the demand of Great Britain was 
refused at the time, congress subsequently 
amended the statutes so as to extend the juris- 
diction of United States courts over such 
cases in the manner indicated by Great Brit- 
ain. All of these facts have been presented 
to the Mexican government in support of the 
position assumed by the department of state, 
but no fixed money indemnity has been de- 
manded in Cutting’s case, and nothing has 
been said that would, in the judgment of the 
department, warrant the creation of any ill 
feeling between the two countries. 


SULLY’S RE-ELECTION. 
The Majority Against His Election, But 
Divided. 

New York, December 3.—[Special.}—The 
closing of the transfer books on Friday did not 
settle the question of the Richmond and West 
Point Verminal Railway management.

SCENES AT VERSAILLES YESTERDAY 


General Rejoicing Over the Result—Speech 
of the New President—Other For- 
eign News, 


VERSAILLES, December 3.—The first trial by 
the senators ang deputies of the left today, for 
a candidate for the presidency resulted as fol- 
lows: M. Ferry 200, M. DeFreycinet 193, M. 
Brisson 81, M. Sadi Carnot 69, General Saus- 
sier 7. 

During the taking of the first ballot M. Pel- 
letan made an address toa number of deputies, 
who congregated outside the chambers, advo- 
cating the election of M. Sadi Carnot, there- 
by uniting all republican votes. Several dep- 
uties rejoined that it would be the first time 
the majority had lowered to the. will of the 
minority and added that the attitude of M.M. 
Brisson and Sadi Carnot was unworthy of re- 
publicans. They urged them to withdraw in 
favor of M. DeFreycinet, who after M. Ferry 
had obtained the most votes. 

The second trial ball ot by senators and dep- 
uties*of the left, resulted as follows: M. Ferry 
216, M. DeFreycinet 196, M. Brisson 79, and 
M. Sadi Carnot 61. 

Papers condemn the message sent by Presi- 
dent Grevy to the chambers yesterday with his 
resignation. .

On the third trial ballot, 505 republican sen- 
ators and deputies of the left voted. The vote 
stod: Ferry, 179; Sadi Carnot, 162; Freycmet 
109: Busson, 52; scattering, 3. : 

The fourth ballot resulted as follows: Sadi 
Carnot, 185; Ferry, 35; Freycinet, 23; Prisson, 
10. Only 253 senators and deputies voted. The 
senators and deputies of the right are divided 
in their choice of a candidate. The senators 
propose General Saussier, while the deputies 
support General Appert. It is certain that a 
number of members of the right will support 
M. Sadi Carnot. 

The congress of senators and deputies to elect 
a successor to President Grevy was opened at 
two o’clock by Leroyer, president of the senate, 
who declared that the national assembly was 
duly constituted to elect a president. 

Deputy Michelin, an irreconcilable, asked 
leave to make a motion, but the president re- 
fused to allow him todo so, declaring that 
the assembly was an electral college. 

Paul De Cassagnac observed that the assem- 
bly was sovereign. 

M. Gautier contested the competency of the 
president to limit the assembly’s rights. 

President. Leroyer replied: ‘I take my 
stand on the constitution.”’ 

M. Michelin wished to propose to revise the 
constitution. 

The president again declined to allow Miche- 
lin’s proposal to be made and the latter en- 
tered a protest. The matter was then dropped. 

Balloting for the election of president began 
at2:15 p.m. The first ballot resulted: Sadi 
Carnot, 303; Ferry, 212; General Saussier, 
148; Freycinet, 76; General Appert, 72; Bris- 
son, 26; other candidates, 26. Deflreycinet 
and Ferry were both withdrawn and on 
another ballot Sadi Carnot received G00 votes 
and was elected. The announcement of his 
election was received with cries of ‘Vive La 
Republigue.’’ 

he second ballot upon which Sadi Carnot 
was elected stood as follows: Sadi Carnot, 
616; General Saussier, 186; Ferry, 11; De- 
Freycinet, 5; General Appert, 5; General 
Pyat, 1. Before the second ballot was taken 
members of the left groups helda meeting. 
Ferry announced his resolution to withdraw in 
favor of Sadi Carnot, and DeFreycinet ten- 
dered a similar notification, Amnorder of the 
day was thereupon adopted, declaring that the 
party record these patriotic acts of withdrawal 
and at Ferry’s instance, resolved to vote for 
Sadi Carnot. The result was seen in the final 
ballot. Leroyer, on receiving the ballot re- 
turn, said: 

““M, Sadi Carnot having obtained the suf- 
frage, I proclaim him-the president of the re- 
public.”’ 

There was an outburst of ga ay 2 espe- 
cially from thé leftand center. M. Leroyer 
then declared the session closed. 

After the sittting M. Sadi Carnot received 
the congratulations of the senators and depu- 
In acknowledging them he said: 

I thank you from the bottom of my heart for the 
congratulations and sentiments expressed, I am 
filled with gratitude to members of the assembly, 
who in uniting their suffrage in my favor, bear wit 
ness toa desire for the peace and concord with 
wiich republican France is animated. “My dearest 
wish is that this great day may remain present in 
all minds aud hearts. It signifies that the represent- 
atives of France can be unitetlL Their common 
efiorts can and must secure the constitution, 
assuring an active and stable government, capal le 
of the national liberty at home and di nity abroad, 
will be all the beneltits which our country expects 
from the republic. Onee more | thank you. You 
mayScounl upon my entire devotion. eee 
OAtilp. m. the boulevards and principal 
streets of Paris were filled with animated 
groups of people discussing, in an ordinary 
manner and with evident satisfaction, the 
eveuts of the day. 

After signing the proces-verbal of the decis- 
ions. of congress and dispatching the necessary 
official notifications of the result of the election, 
President Leroyer, attended by ushers and fol- 
lowed by the ministers, proceeded to his private 
apartments, where Sadi-Carnot wes in waiting. 
Leroyer addressed the newly-elected president 
as follows: 

] have the honor to inform you that the national 
assembly has just elected you to the presidency. | 
congratulate you in the name of congress and desire 
to add to these congratulations my personal compli- 
ments. 

M. lRonvier also conglatulated Sadi-Carnot, 
adding: 

“The republicans, in uniting to election on M. 
Sadi-Carnot, haye given proofs of the sentiment of 
union and concord which actuated them and at the 
same time afforded the country a pledge of peace 
and prosperity.” 

The president afterward received General 
Lavocat, commanding the troops at Versailles, 
who came, with his staff, to present his re- 
epects. Afterward Sadi Carnot advanced to 
ineet representatives of the press desiring to 
congratulate him. We shook them warmly by 
the hand, and, after giving them a copy of his 
specch, said: 

“] feel confident that the press will also do 
all in its power to tranquilize the public 
mind.’’ 

A squadron of cuirassiers were drawn up in 
the court yard, and when the president came 
forth with the ministers, the troops “presented 
arms”? and paid him military honors. Sadi 
Carnot entered a carriage with Rouvier, and 
with other ministers in carriages, started at a 
rapid pe for Paris. An escort of cuirassiers 

rought up the rear. Other senators and dep- 
uties returned to Paris on a special! train. 

News of the result of the election was re- 
ecived in Versailles with great jubilation. 
Large crowds surrounded the congress build- 
ing throughout the afternoon. Shouts of 
“Vive Carnot!” “Vive Ja Republique!” min- 
gled with various patriotic cries, continued for 
a long time with unabated vigor. Sadi-Carnot 
drove direct from Versailles to the Elysee to 
take forma! possession of the palace, but soon 
retired to his own residence. The inhabi- 
tants of that quarter speedily assembled and 
greeted the president with enthusiastic shouts 
of *‘Vive Sadi-Carnot,” **Vievele Nouveau s 
president.” Sadi-Carnot appeared at a win-

‘I give you hearty thanks, citizens, fir this evi- 
dence of yours;mouthy, Lheg you to prove by 
your ealm demeanor and regard for order, that 
you are in truth worthy to have a republican gov- 
ernmet.”’ 

The speech was hailed with shouts of ‘Vive 
la Republique.” The people dispersed quiet- 
ly, and many housas and shops were iilumina- 
ted and decked with the tri-color to-night.

An 
in ta stream of tel ms,poured into the 
ni gn office, and details of the voting at 
fea were sent without delay to Fried- 
richsruhe. Theelection of Sadi Carnot is bet- 
ter received in official circles than would have 
been that of De FreFcinet or Ferry. The new 
president is considered to be a feeble 
man and one who would be unwilling to con- 
sent to complications which might bring about 
a fr uropesn war. It is also believed that he 
will be unable to make alliance against Ger- 
many. His personal preferences are for a 
neutral, pacitic policy, and he will try to gov- 
ern, ae the ministry, with the same tend- 
encies. Telegrams received here from the 
Germgn em at Paris record the gratifying 
fact that, though it was considered necessary 
to guard sepecnanes to the embassy, everything 
was peaceful during the excitement. The 
utter absence of any anti-German demonstra- 
tion, the efforts De Roulede and others to pro- 
voke a patriotic ebullition finding noresponse, 
is raising hopes of the prolonged assuagement 
of revanché sentiment, 

On the side of Russia the situation still con- 
tinues grave. The czar has failed to gain con- 
trol of the anti-Teutonic arty, andif he him- 
self 1s convinced of the friendly intention of 
the German government,he has been unable to 
persuad the majority in the imperial coun- 
cil that some practical measures are necessar 
to restore the entente. In the meantime anti- 
Germany apoeageces in the ministry remains in 
power, and the order of M. DeGiers, instruc- 
ting the press to cease attacking Germany is 
defied. An instance of disregard of the order 
is contained in an article in the military organ, 
Svet, which declares the statement that the 
czar had received forged letters misrepresent- 
ing the German policy to be mere nonesense, 
and that the election of Prince Ferdinand to 
the Bulgarian throne was not the work 
of  Orleanist » intrigue, but of Bis- 
marck, who caused the emperor 
to receive Prince Ferdinand at Berlin on the 
very day the czar informed the German gov- 
ernment that the prince of Mingrelia had been 
nominated to the Bulgarianthrone. In a sim- 
ilar strain the Moscow Gazette vaunts the 
Russian determination never to cultivate an 
entente until Germany ceases trying to domi- 
nate Europe. ‘‘Russia,’’ says the Gazette, 
“ean tolerate no predominance, requires no 
alliance and will not allow herself to be 
duped.’’ The language of the inspired Rus- 
sian press indicates, beyond mistake, that the 

rice of the renewal of cordial relations with 

serlin remains beyond the power or inc:ina- 
tion of the government to grant. The persist- 
ent hostility of official circles at St. Petersbur 
deters further approaches by Bismark towar 
the harmony discussed in his interviews with 
the czar and Count Schouvaloff in Berlin. 
Count Herbert Bismarck would have gone to 
St. Petersburg on a special mission to clear up 
® misreprescutation of the German policy aris- 
ing from the cabal of the Orleanists with the 
anti-Teutonic court party, but as evidence of 
treachery already disclosed to the czar has 
been unavailing, the mission was abandoned. 

The severest contest during the session of 
the reichstag will be that over the bill making 
the legislative period five instead of three 
years. Although brought in by leaders of the 
conservatives and national liberals the bill is 
practically a government affair. Official organs 
support the proposal strongly on the ground 
that it will relieve the people of the disturbing 
influences of the ten recurring elections, while 
giving a greater moral independence to parlia- 
ment. The progressists denounce the measure 
as assailing the prerogative of electors and 
weakening the nation’s voice in councils of the 
government. There will be a_ fierce 
and envenomed fight before the measure 
passes, but it will pass with a solid majority, 
about equaling the septennate vote. The 
relative strength of the parties differs a little 
from what it was. At the bes. ge, of last 
session conservatives numbered 117, national 
liberals 99, Poles 13, progressists 34, socialists 
11, and independents, including Alsatians, 22

DECISION OF INTERSTATE COMMISSION 


In the Case of Conncill Against the West 
ern and Atlantic Railroad—Other 
Cases Decided. 


Wasuinaton, December 2.—In the case of 
William H. Council, vs. the Western and At- 
lantic railroad company, the interstate com- 
merce commission to-day made the following 
decision : 

William H. Council, colored principal of the 
Huntsville, Alabama, Industrial school, 
bought a first-class ticket over the Western 
and Atlantic railroad from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta, and took a seat in the ladies’ car, 
the only passenger car on the train, except a 
half car, indifferently fitted up for colored 
people. Into this Council was directed to go, 
bnt did not go until forced to do so, and was 
assaulted and treated with some violence, as 
he claimed, by the agents of the railroad, but 
asthe railroad company claimed, by passen- 
gers. Council madecomplaint of unjust dis- 
crimination and undue prejudice against him 
and unreasonable preference for others with 
the same tickets, and claimed large damages 
for ill-treatment and injuries and for counsel 
fees. The road answered that it gave defend- 
ant equally good accommodations, and that it 
had aright toseparate its white and colored 
passengers. 

The opinion is, by Commissioner Morrison, 
and the commission decides that it will not go 
into the questiou of money damage, because it 
cannot give a jury trial, which defendant is 
entitled to have under the seventh amendment 
of the United States constitution,and that it is 
not authorized to award counsel and attorneys 
fees,which a court may do under the eighth sec- 
tion ofthe act to regulate commerce. Colored 
people -— be assigned separate cars, on equal 
terms, without advantage to either race, and 
with increased comfort to both. That com- 
plainant had paid the same fare as other first- 
class passengers, and it was only fair dealing 
and common honesty that he should have the 
security and convenience of travel for which 
his money had been taken. That the car fur- 
nished was only second-class in comforts for 
travel and the road must  fumish 
colored people, who buy first-class 
tickets, accommodations equally safe and 
comfortable with other first-class passengers. 

The following cases were also decided: The 
case of W. D. Howell and others for the town 
of Opelika, Ala., vs. the Columbus and Wes- 
tern railroad of Alabama, opinion by Walker, 
commissioner. The report finds that Opelika 
is discriminated against in favor of Columbus 
and$Montgomery. The reasons claimed to jus- 
tify this are considered and not sufficient. The 
subject of long and short haul on squthern 
roads is discussed at some length. No order is 
made for the reason that other localities should 
be heard before the final decision, but the de- 
fendants are recommended to revise their 
tariffs gonerally. In respect to cotton, the 
Western railroad company of Alabama is or- 
dered to give through New Orleans rates and 
bills of lading. 


HARPER’S CROOKED WAYS. 


Damaging Evidenee Given in Against Him 
by Witnesses. 

CincinnatI, O., December 3.—E. L. Harper 
led his ten-year-old son into court with him 
this morning, and the lad sat beside his father 
without. realizing the solemnity of the situa- 
tion. W. H. Chatfield and Sol P. Kingson, 
directors of the bank, testified that the board 
did not authorize the issue of certificates of 
deposit to the Chemical National bank, of New 
York, nor the payment of drafts of Chicago 
grain brokers. The board had never been 
consulted with reference to the issues of any 
certificates of deposit. 

The-most breezy witness thus far heard was 
Albert P. Gaher, who testified that he was 
secretary of Swift’s Iron and Steel company, 
and secretary and treasurer of the Riverside 


Iron and Steel company; that the last mamed- 


company had no assets when it was organized, 
and never acquired any, yet it procured a call 
loan from Fidelity National bank of $100,000 
on its own note indorsed by E. L. Harper. He 
detailed the circumstances of his trip to Chi- 
cago on June 14th. in company with Wilshire. 
He said he was instructed by Harper to go, 
and was told that Wilshire would get aboard 
at Cumminsville with $600,000, which witness 
was to®take charge of andjdeliver jto Wilshire 
in Chicago, if Wilshire could make an arrange- 
ment with Chicago parties. He gave the pack- 
age to Wilshire in Chicago. . 

Richard Smith, of the Commercial-Gazette, 
testified that he went with Briggs Swift, pres- 
ident, to see Harper and to ask him about the 
wheat deal. He said he was not in the deal; 
that he was not using the funds of the bank in 
the deal. That he was not discounting notes 
to raise funds for stress. Then Smith wrote 
an editorial, published in the Commercial- 
Gazette, saying that the officers of the Fidelity 
gave assurance of soundness of bank. 

J. H. Stewart, trustee and assignee of E. 
L. Harper, testified that he found assets valued 
at $100,000, Harper’s liabilities were over 
$2,000,000. 

J. H. Waters, general bookkeeper, told of a 
New York draft that put $300,000 to Harper’s 
credit. He was ordered by Harper to conceal 
this fact. On June 14th, Harper ordered him 
to put out a‘million dollars to the Chemical 
National bank for discount. 


THE CAROLINA LEGISLATURE.

The Land-Grabbing Corporations. 

Secretary Lamar, in his report which is to 
be submitted to congress tomorrow, gives 
some interesting and important facts rela- 
tive to the adjustment of railroad grants. 
He says that shortly after his appointment 
as secretary of the interior, he became more 
and more impressed with the fact that the 
public domain was being diverted from. its 
legitimate purpose and converted to objects 
the inevitable effect of which was repugnant 
to the entire theory on which the land sys- 
tem was based. 

The secretary says that the land grant 
legislation, out of which the evils have 
grown, was certainly not in harmony with 
the theory of a distribution of the public do- 
main among the peeple, and gave up to 
capitalists, as a basis for traffic and specula- 
tion and gigantic financial schemes, what 
was by the original policy of the govern- 


It will call attention to the | 


ment designed to be homes for.an industri- 
ous and thrifty people, the abodes of do- 
mestic happiness and virtue and patriotism. 
Notwithstanding these indemnity withdraw- 
als were made exclusively for the interests 
of the company, few of these, if any of 
them, constructed their roads within the 
time prescribed in the granting act, as an 
express condition on which the grant was 
made. 

Maps of ‘‘probable,’’ “‘general,’’ ‘“desig- 
nated,’’ and ‘‘definite’’ routes of the roads 
were filed with rapidity in the department, 
and withdrawals thereunder asked and 
almost unvariably granted until the public 
land states and territories were gridironed 
over with railroad granted and indemnity 
limits; and in many instances the limits of 
one road overlapping and conflicting with 
other roads in the most bewildering man- 
ner, so that the settler seeking a home 
could searcely find a desirable location that 
was not claimed by some one, or perhaps 
two or three, of the many roads to which 
grants of land had been made by congress. 

The secretary goes on to show, moreover, 
that though the desired tract might not be 
apparently covered by a railroad location, 
the settler would hardly select it before 
agents of the corporations would setup a 
claim to it, or to the right to occupy and de- 
nude it under the right of way and con- 
struction privileges conferred by the grant- 
ing act. Thus the settler, ignorant of his 
Jegad rights, and with no one to advise him 
with respect to either the law or the facts, 
would forthe sake of peace and a home 
readily consent to purchase from the com- 
pany. In this way these corporations, in 
addition to the lands granted to them, have 
claimed, sold, and received the price of a 
great dealof other land to which they had 
neither legal nor moral right, nor the shad- 
ow of either, 

The confusion, hardship, and imposi- 
tions practiced upon the settlers were great- 
ly increased by the bold schemes of the cor- 
porate agents where withdrawals were made 
of laggs to which the legal title of the com- 
panies had not attached, and which after- 
wards remained in the same condition for 
years through the failure of congress to 
make the necessary appropriations for the 
surveys. Paes 

The secretary shows that some of the 
Jand grant corporations have constructed 
the entire line of their roads, others frag- 
mentary portions only, and others, again, 
none at all; but the withdrawals of the 
lands were no-less effective as a barrier 
against the settlers in the one case than in 
the other, It mattered not what might be 
his equities acquired by years of toil upon 
what he believed to bea part of the national 
domain. It was declared by the highest 
judicial tribunal, as expounded by the high- 
est law officers of the executive, thata with- 
drawal once made by competent authority 
was legal and effective to exclude all from 
intrusion within its limits.

rior.”’ 

On. the 23d of May, with the president’s 
approval, the secretary cited the various 
land grant corporations, for whose benefit 
withdrawals had been made, to show cause 
why the withdrawals should not be revoked. 
Some of the companies failed to show cause ; 
others filed answers assenting to the revoca- 
tion, as they had received satisfaction of the 
grant eitherin full or as far as possible; 
others assented on condition that lands coy- 
ered by selections already made should be 
excepted from the order of revocation, and 
other companies objected to the order of re- 
vocation as illegal, and a violation of char- 
tered rights. 

Briefs were filed, and oral argument3 ac 
corded to the counsel of such companies as 
desired to be heard, all of which were fuily 
and carefully considered, as was 
due to the importance of the 
questions and the magnitude of the interests 
involved; and on August 13, 1887, the secre- 
tary’s views were fully expressed in a decision 
rendered in the case of the Atlantic and 


Pacific railroad company, Which by answer . 


and argument raised nearly all the objec- 
tions that were presented in part only by a 
number of other companies. Two days 
later the orders withdrawing the lands 
within the indemnity limits and reserving 
the same from settlement were revoked, and 
the lands restored to the public domain and 
to settlement. 

Taking this portion of the secretary’s re- 
port as it stands, it is an overwhelming 
argument in favor of the indorsement by 
the country, in 1888, of the administration 
of President Cleveland.

It is proper to state that my letter was not written

him to be; and that no retraction, worthy of a gener- 
ous, or even conscientious nature, would ever qome 
from him, That I did not err in this conclusion has 
now been made manifest by his failure to take any 
notice whatever of my letter which, as appears 
from a Registry Return Receipt of the United States 


postoftice, was placedin his hands on the 4th in-- 


stant, This, in connection with the closing senten- 
ces of his communication to the associated press, 
establishes the fact that, with the fullest light before 
him, ne adheres, in cold blood, to the ‘bitter’’ cal- 
ummnies he uttered against!me “in his brief and off- 
hand address;” not even repudiating gor qualifying 
the vulgar words in which he clothed them.

The armies which 
may rally hereafter under “‘the old fiag,’’ todefend it 
from aggression, come when or whence it may, will 
contain no hearts more loyal or devoted ihan now 
beat in the bosoms of all true Fouthern men.

And that old pine tree has been the doodle< 
bug pine ever since, and the descendants of 
that queer bug are still living in the sand at 
its roots, and their like has never been found 
anywhere else in this region. 

IT IS THE ANT LION. 
The doodle-bug of the Ohio boy of thirty

| years ago is the rare and curious insect kno 
| as the ant lion. 


It grows to be about five- 
eighths of aninch in length. Its body isshap+ 
ed like a gigantic and very plump apple-seed, 
and is ringed and woolly. It has two jaws 
that give it a very fierce look. They curve ine 
ward like pincers. It can move forward, and 
only very slowly backward. When out of itg 
lair it is the most helpless of creatures, 
aud it would starve to death bug 
for its cunning and skill. It is so say 
and formidable-looking that no insect i 
might eat will come near it, and it couldn’# 
move to capture onc if a hundred were within 
an eighth of an inch of its horns. The ant 
lion would even starve to death if heaps on! 
heaps of the fattest ants or flies were kille 
and piled where it could get at them, for it wil 
never feed on any prey it has not itself killed. 
And so the strong-jawed, backward-moving 
bug looks out for itself by digging a pit for hig 


prey. : 
To do this the ant lion selects asandy place 
and goesto work. It uses first one of its fore 


legs as a shovel, excavating very rapidly and - 


placing the dirt onits head. By a quick jerk 
of the head the dirt is thrown several inches 
away from the pit. When one leg gets tired 
the other is brought into service asa shovel; 
and thus the work of makin gthe funnel-shaped 
hole goes on, a constant stream of sand being 
kept flying im the air from the catapult head of 
that industrious worker. The circle of the’ 
hole at the top is always measured with geo- 
metrical precision, and the insect works round 
and round it, digging on all sides,i 
so that the exeavation is sym 
metrical. The top of the funnel is abouf 
three inches across, aud it iv 
graduated so that atthe depth of two inches 
the bottom has come to a point. Frequently,’ 
as the work is being done, small stones are ene 
countered by the ant lion. Thenthe work of 
procedure is reyersed. The insect digs and 
works about the obstacle with the extremity of 
its ringed and flexible body until the stone if’ 
loosened and worked upon the ant lion’s back; 
The many rings and the hairy limbs can bé 
so dextrously manipulated that, the stone ig 
balanced there while the in~ 
sect climbs backward to the 
top of the hole with it, when 
by asudden jerk the stone is thrown out of 
the way. Ifthe stone leaves a hole where it 
was taken out, the insect fills up the cavitg 
and smooth it down in keeping with the sym- 
metry of the rest. Ifa stone too large for the’ 
insect to remove jistencountered, the work ig’ 
abandoned and the digging resumed in 
other place. In selecting its ground, hows 
ever, the ant lion seems to have an instinct 
ive knowledge that such obstacles are not apt 
to be met with in excavating. 

The writer-tested this instinct in the an® 
lion once. He put the insectin a box whic 
had been filled with fine sand, but a layer of 
stones the size of a chestnut had been placed’ 
an snch orso below the surface. The ant 
lion moved over every inch of the sand, -ap- 
parently prospecting. It made no effort te 
dig a pit, and at last he went to one corner of 
the box, where it remained. It was alter- 
wards removed, and sand withont 
placed in the box. The insect was returned 
to the box, and in lessthan fifteen minutes 
was hard at work digging its lair. 

HOW HE TAKES HIS PREY. 

When the ant lion has finished his cen it 
buries itself in the bottem/ all but the very. 
tips of its horns, in which there are very se 
tive eyes and ears—or rather auricular nerves. 
The ant lion is well provided with seein 

wers, for it has six eyes. The moment r] 

ides itself in the bottom of the pit it is ready 
for any stray ant that may tumble in. In thi¢ 
respect, also, the ant lion displays wonderful 
instinct in building its trap, for whenever on@ 
is made it is on the ‘“‘run-way” of ants 
or other small insects The old pine 
at Milford where a family of ant liong 
have lived so long is fairly overrun, i 
the summer season, with large wood ants. At 
tly buzzing near tlre hole will put the ant liom 
on the alert. An ant, hastening along on some 
errand of its own, seldom turns out for any ob- 
stacle. Hence, if one comes to the edye of ap 
ant lion’s hole, it walks down ene sice with 
the intention of going up the other, and proba 
bly to do some exploring on the way. The an€ 
that walks to the bottom of one of these pits 
disappears from sight the instant he reaches 
that point. The ant lion has grabbed it with 
its pincers, pulled the ant in, andin a short 
time will have its juice sucked dry. Then the 
ant lion comes up out of his hiding-place with 
the body of the ant in its jaws. He backs up 
to the top of his pit, jerks the carcassof hig 

rey far away, and returns to wait 
or another: Sometimes an ant that 
has started down the side of the ant lion's dem 
will change his mind before he reaches the 
bottom and turns to start back. But he seldom 
reaches the top. The ant lion always has oné 
or two of his six eyes out for just such occasions, 
and the retreating ant at once becomes thé 
target for shovels of sand that the ant lien 
throws at him and ahead of him with wonder 
ful precision, using his horns for the purposet 
This bombardment invariably fetches the an§ 
back, either on arun or on a tamble. If an 
ant lion lies at the bottom of his pit fer a da 
or two and bags no game, he makes up hig 
mind that he made a mistake in his hunté 
ing place, and-he moves to some other spot.
